Cumpla el encargo de presentarles el proyecto de 
resolucion sobre el Anteproyecto de Constitucion de 
la Republica.

Discutieron el Anteproyecto los nucleos y Comites 
del Partido, los comites de base y organismos de direc- 
tion de la Union de Jovenes Comunistas, las secciones 
sindicales y los sindicatos, los Comites de Defensa de

s' \ ya que dicha denominacion, con otras como Mistico 


del Deber y el Santo de America, nacio en un momento 
histdrico en que se pretendia deformar a Marti, esca- 
motear el sentido revolucionario de su quehacer y de 
su avanzado pensamiento politico y social, privarlo de 
su profunda vigencia que permite calificarlo de autor 
intelectual del Moncada. Marti fue el joven que casi 
nino abrazo la causa de la independence y la libertad. 
Fue el organizador incahsable de las fuerzas indepen- 
dentistas, el forjador de su unidad, el propagador del 
programa de la independence, de la reptiblica demo- 
cratica y de las transformaciones sociales correspon-

Otras proposiciones se referian a I nombre de la Repu- 
blica. Entre los varies nombres propuestos, el mis 
repetido y que tuvo mas partidarios fue el de Republica 
Social ista de Cuba. 

Estas proposiciones no fueron aceptadas por las si- 
guientes razones: 1 ) porque el nombre de Republica

Mo fue acogida la proposicion de anadir un articulo 
que consignara el idioma oficial de la Republica, pues 
en nuestro pais se habla un solo idioma y no es nece- 
sario, como ocurre en paises en que se hablan diversas 
lenguas, consignar a uno, en la Constitucion, como 
oficial. 

Referidas a once de los doce Capitulos del Antepro- 
yecto de Constitucion fueron acogidas diversas pro- 
posiciones, algunas de forma y otras de fondo, que han 
contribuido a perfeccionarlo. 


Las disposiciones transitorias, que regulan la opor- 
tunidad y el orden en que deben ir entrando en vigor 
los diversos articulos de la Constitucion, hasta que 
quede constituida y en funciones la Asamblea Nacional 
del Poder Popular, asi como la vigencia temporal de 
normas juridicas anteriores a la aprobacion de la Cons- 
titucion, han sido objeto de un Proyecto de Ley de 
Transito Constitucional a fin de que el texto de la 
Constitucion Socialista este libre de aditamentos lla- 
mados a desaparecer en un lapso relativamente breve.

On July 21, 1977, a confidential sourc^advise^that \ -itn 
she had learned the following information from 
highly placed official in the Cuban government. 

The Cuban government will make all attempts to 
normalize relations with the United States at all cost. 

The benefits derived from the normalization would be more 
beneficial to Cuba in view of the fact that Cuba suffers from 
acute shortages of pharmaceutical products, oil products, 
clothes, textile goods, leather goods, and staple goods. Cuba 
also suffers from acute shortages of technical know-how and 
machinery to manufacture its goods. 

The meat shortages which currently exist in Cuba 
results from efforts by Fidel Castro to export all meats in 
order to convert this product into dollars. 

Source aS.so learned that Cuba has set up a program 
in which most of Havana is being cleaned up and buildings are 
being painted in the expectation of the normalization of relations 
with the United States. 

Source was also told of a group of Africans who are 
currently in training near the old airport in Havana. Source 
was not advised as to what country these African natives belonged, 
but was told that the airport was not the Jose Marti.

Re: METHODS USED BY CUBAN GOVERNMENT TO 

ACQUIRE U.S. DOLLARS 


Since the Castro government came to power, they 
have always been interested in acquiring foreign currency, 
especially U.S. dollars. 

. Recently, the Cuban economy has deteriorated to 
the point where the Cuban government is using all possible 
means, legal or illegal, to acquire dollars. The follow- 
ing are the two most recent methods used to acquire American 
currency: * 

• 

Until a few months ago, Cubans in exile could 
send packages to their relatives in Cuba. These packages 
could contain medicine, clothing and shoes. The medicine 
was delivered in Cu6a without any Cuban tax on it, but the 
clothing and shoes, or any type of food, were taxed. Packages 
containing clothing and shoes weighing not over 35 to 40 pounds 
were taxed up to 1,000 to 1,500 Cuban pesos. The. Castro 
regime did this for two reasons: first, to limit such 

shipments, in which they were successful, when the Cubans 
residing in Cuba wrote their relatives here, asking them 
not to send any more packages, because of the high taxes 
and customs duties. In addition, they had to show where 
they got the 1,000 or 1,500 pesos to pay these taxes. 

Second, the Castro government was trying to get more Cuban 
money out of circulation. However, in these operations, 
the Cuban regime only received $100.00 as consular fees, 
which the sender in the U.S. had to pay, whether the package 
went via Canada, Mexico or Spain. 

Now, the plan has been completely changed, and 
now the Cuban government does get a lot of dollars from 
these operations. Today, there are various offices, 
especially in Miami, and some of them, like Almacen El 
.gspanol, 1359 S.W. 1st Street, Miami, and 7 E. 44th 
Street, Hialeah, advertise the following charges for 
shipments of clothing and shoes to Cuba, so that relatives 
in Cuba will not have to pay any taxes to the Cuban govern- 
ment: . 


Package weighing 22 lbs., $496.00 in dollars 
Each additional pound, $17.00

Re; CUBAN ORCHESTRA VISITING CALI, COLOMBIA 


In pre-Castro Cuba, there was a famous orchestra 
which specialized in popular and folk music, directed by 
a Cuban named RICHARD EGUES. He also wrote and arranged 
music, and his orchestra was known in almost all Latin 
American countries as the Orchestra Aragon. 

After many Cuban musicians, artists and orchestras 
went into exile, the Cuban government called most of these 
musicians together. Most of them are now ovfer 50 years old, 
and now they are sending them to Latin American countries 
with whom Cuba maintains diplomatic relations. 

At the end o<f May, 1977, America House in Cuba 
(which is a center for espionage, where intelligence agents 
are trained in Cuba to be sent to foreign countries), through 
the Cuban Embassy in Colombia, sent the Orchestra Aragon to 
perform Cuban music in Bogota and Cali. 

The Orchestra Aragon always had 12 performers. 
However, Cuba requested visas for 24 musicians on this 
trip. 


The Immigration authorities were advised by Cuban 
exiles residing in Colombia that the Orchestra Aragon was 
made up of 12 musicians. They were surprised at the number 
of visas requested, but the visas were granted. 

It was learned, once in Colombia, that there were 
actually 12 musicians, and the other 12 individuals were 
quickly identified as intelligence agents. 

* These 12 intelligence agents, whose true mission 
in Colombia has not been learned, checked on the musicians. 


stated that the 12 musicians were practically

PRIORITIZED NATIONAL INTELLIGENCE 
REQUIREMENTS ON CUBA’ 


1. The National Intelligence Requirements on Cuba contained in this 
Interagency Intelligence Memorandum were first identified in November 1976 in a 
series of individual discussions conducted by the Acting National Intelligence Officer 
for Latin America with senior officials responsible for shaping and implementing US 
policy toward Latin America in the National Security Council, International Security 
Affairs at the Defense Department, and the Policy Planning Staff and the Office of 
the Cuban Coordinator at the State Department. 

2. The requirements were expanded somewhat and arranged in descending order 
of importance (from A to I) in the Cuban context by a group of Cuban experts at an 
interagency seminar who examined the quality of intelligence reporting on Cuba. 
This seminar, entitled Special FOCUS Cuba, was held in December 1976, with the 
participation of 43 officers (policymakers, analysts, and intelligence collectors) from 
the Departments of State, Treasury, and Defense, the National Security Agency, the 

^Federal Bureau of Investigation, and the Central Intelligence Agency. The 
requirements were further refined and sharpened by representatives of the National 
Foreign Intelligence Board. 

3. These deliberations resulted in assigning a higher priority to some of the 
requirements in the international context. This was accomplished at a meeting of the 
DCID 1/2 Ad Hoc Committee on 26 January 1977, as shown in the table which 
follows. (See Box for definition of DCID 1/2 priorities.) 

4. The requirements are not intended to be an exhaustive rendition of all 
intelligence needs on Cuba, but only those which can be considered National 
Intelligence as defined in NSCID No. 1 of 18 February 1972: 

“National Intelligence is that intelligence required for the formulation of 
national security policy, concerning more than one department or agency, 
and transcending the exclusive competence of a single department or 
agency/’ 

5. They are consistent with, although somewhat broader than, the Key 
Intelligence Question concerning Cuba for FY 77 which reads: 

“Cuba’s Subversive Activities: What are Cuba’s plans and clandestine 
activities to interfere in the normal internal evolution of another nation by

Re: Visit of Religious Leaders to Cuba 

It is a fact that among the leaders, and especially 
among the members of almost all the denominations of 
Evangelical Churches based in the United States, the Caribbean, 
and Latin America, the regime in Cuba has been harshly 
criticized as being a dictatorial and despotic government, 
which has refused to give any freedom to the people. 


This is known to the Cuban government, which has 
seen the need to change this negative image pf the regime 
among the churches, because they have influence, which goes 
against the needs of Cuba. 

For this purpose, the Cuban government has begun 
an intensive campaign to penetrate and capture these churches , 
diplomatically. This was shown on FIDEL CASTRO’S recent 
visit to Jamaica, when personally, for the first time in 
his 17 years of governing, he had an informal meeting with 
some pastors and ministers of the Evangelical Church in 
Jamaica. He not only talked with them, but he permitted 
them to question him about the religious problem in Cuba. 

This is something CASTRO has never done before. 

Later, it was learned that this was apparently 
part of a plan, under which the Cuban government has issued 
an invitation, giving permits to various leaders and 
directors of Evangelical Churches of various denominations 
based in the United States, the Caribbean, and Latin America.

It is known that various ecclesiastical leaders 
and directors of these churches have taken advantage of 
this radical change by the Cuban government to visit Cuba.

It should be understood that the Cuban government 
brought to Cuba among these people, some who sympathize 
with the regime and are leftists and radicals. Once in 
Cuba, all must follow the program the government has 
prepared for them, which prevents their moving freely about 
the country. This keeps them from getting a clear image 
of what is happening in Cuba today, especially to foreigners, 
many of whom are seeing Cuba for the first time and have no 
idea of how it used to be.

In addition to those mentioned above, twelve 
ecumenical leaders either have gone, or will also go to 
Cuba as guests of the regime. They come from various churches 
in the United States, and eight pastors or teachers at the 
Evangelical Seminary in Puerto Rico. At this institution, 
there are a large number of people who sympathize with the 
extreme left, and with Communism, but there are also people 
who are not Communist or leftist sympathizers. The names 
of those chosen to go to Cuba are not known, so they cannot 
be classified. 
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Re: Activities Under New Plan Called "Caribbean 
Triangle", With Headquarters in Panama, 

Costa Rica, and Guyana, Financed and Directed 
From Havana by the Cuban Government. 

Reliable sources have advised that the Cuban 
government is presently directing and financing a new plan 
called the "Caribbean Triangle", with its main headquarters 
in the republics of Panama, Costa Rica, and Guyana. 

An important part of this plan is concentrated on 
a core of penetration located here in Florida, especially 
in Miami. This core is made up of Cubans, well trained in 
Cuba, posing as Cuban exiles, who have infiltrated the 
United States, coming by boat or irregular means. Once here, 
they join with groups of Panamanians, Colombians, and Puerto 
Ricans who are either pro- independence or nationalist. 

Many of these people are naturalized Americans, and they 
enjoy more protection in carrying out their subversive 
activities in the United States. 


The Caribbean Triangle to which we refer presently 
has a training camp in Guyana, to train urban and rural 
guerrillas. This camp has many Nicaraguans, Costa Ricans, 
and Colombians. They have about fifty people, not more, 
to avoid attention. The Prime Minister of Guyana recently 
visited Havana, where he (FORBES BURRAM) held several talks 
With FIDEL CASTRO. 



The following is a summary of the subversive 
activities included in the plans for the Caribbean Triangle 
which are being developed in Panama, Costa Rica, Nicaragua, 
Colombia, Venezuela and Havana. In some instances, names 
are given of people who are working in these countries, 
collaborating in the plan, always under the direction of 
the Cuban government, which is financing the plan.

From July 28, 1978, until August 5, 1978, the 
Cuban Government plans to have about 20,000 foreign students 
in Havana to attend the Youth Festival. In Cuba they 
expect that there will be some 15 or 16 thousand students 
meeting in Havana. The regime is already stockpiling food 
for them, food taken from the low ration already alloted 
to the Cuban people. 

From now on, the regime will be taking rigorous 
security measures to keep young Cubans and students who do 
not support the regime from talking with foreign students 
and telling them the truth about what is happening today 
in Cuba. They also wish to prevent any public disorder. 

The purge has already started in the schools, 
universities and work centers. Every young man who is 
thought not to support the Cuban Government is arrested 
on any excuse, even for missing work for a day. He is 
tried and sentenced to at least a year on a State Farm, 
by which time the Youth Festival will long be over. The 
young women, who do not work as often as the men, are 
persecuted in public places, and those who not fully support 
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the regime are charged and taken to the People ' s Courts , 
where they are tried and sentenced to at least eight months 
on the State Farms. They will remain in the State Farm 
until the Youth Fair has ended. What most irritates the 
people is that the regime , in order to present these young 
women as "anti- social" (they do not say they are anti- 
communist) , charge them with prostitution. There have been 
cases of married women being arrested and charged with 
prostitution, in spite of protests by their relatives and 
even their husbands. 

For some months, the regime has been calling up 
young men from 17 to 25 into the army. These men are 
trained in various camps on the island, and later, without 
letting them say goodbye to their relatives, they are sent 
by various routes to Africa. Here in Cuba, everybody knows 
that they are going to Angola, although the government 
does not admit this. The relatives and friends hear no 
more from these soldiers, and sometimes months and 
months go by, and nobody knows where they are. The heads 
of the government and the Party say only that they are 
serving the Revolution where they are most needed at this 
time, nothing more. 

Not even when these young men are killed in Africa 
are the families in Cuba notified. The government does not 
want the news to get around, so they keep it quiet. There 
are times when some people learn of it, because someone 
returns from Africa and tells them, but always very quietly, 
because the regime punishes people for spreading this type 
of information. 

This has caused all the people of Cuba, especially 
the families where there are young people, to be in a state 
of panic, waiting for their sons to be taken to Africa at 
any time. There have already been serious protests, 
especially by the parents who have learned of the death of 
a son in Africa and expressed their grief publicly. In 
these cases, the government arrests them and warns that if 
they do not stop their protests, they will be considered 
mental cases and sent to a mental hosptial. These un- 
fortunate people, to avoid being separated from th-^ir 
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relatives, especially if they have more sons, keep quiet 
and make no more public protests. Many of these people 
had always previously collaborated with the regime from 
the beginning, but now, with the loss of their sons, they 
have turned completely against the regime. 

There are many young people in all the provinces, 
fearing being called into the army and being sent to Africa 
and never returning to Cuba, who go to the mountains before 
they are called. That is, they hide in the mountains and 
on the plains. They are not aggressive, nor do they plan 
to fight. They do not have even a machete or a knife. 

They are simply hiding to avoid being recruited. The 
regime has personnel trained to find these people. Many 
times they find and arrest them, but since they have no 
weapons, and the majority are without food or clothing, 
they immediately train them and send them to Africa. 

The young people no longer go to the movies or 
public places, because that is where the police make their 
roundups. Recently, they have also been calling up men 
between 25 and 45 years of age. These men are trained to 
fight, not at the front, but in the rear guard, so that 
the younger men can be on the front. 

It is said, but unconfirmed, that FIDEL CASTRO 
gave orders that the sons of army officers (not the top 
ranks) and those of government officials should also be 
included in the recruiting. So far, they have mainly 
called the reserves, the militia, and the Union of Young 
Communists. In all these organizations, there is panic, 
because nobody knows when he will be called. 

The fear throughout the populace, regardless of 
race or age, is so great that the people scarcely realize 
their misery. Fear of death in Africa is greater than 
hunger.
